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At  tlie  close  of  another  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  The 
Pennsylvania  Industrial  Home  for  Blind  Women,  presents  to  its 
friends  and  patrons  the  Third  Annual  Report. 

Prosperity  has  so  signally  marked  the  events  of  the  past  year,  that 
our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  to  the  Giver 
of  all  good  for  the  many  blessings  he  has  so  bountifully  bestowed 
upon  us. 

Three  years  ago,  the  Home  was  but  entering  on  its  existence.  It 
Avas  then  feeble  in  power,  and  with  very  limited  means.  How  rapid 
the  progress,  hoAV  surprising  the  increase  in  strength  and  influence. 
It  is  now’  an  established  Charity,  becoming  eA'ery  year  more  exten¬ 
sively  known,  and  more  fully  ajApreciated. 

The  great  need  of  this  Home,  only  those  can  realize,  who  have 
been  familiar  Avith  the  statistics  of  the  Blind  in  this  and  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  States.  In  the  year  1860,  the  number  of  Blind  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  alone  amounted  to  1187  ;  in  the  year  1868,  to  1517  ; 
and  in  the  past  three  years,  it  is  reasonable  to  sujrpose  the  number 
has  not  diminished.  With  an  increase  of  population,  there  is  a 
corresponding  increase  of  those  bereft  of  eye-sight,  so  that  each  year 
the  necessity  for  an  Institution  of  this  character  will  impress  itself 
more  strongly  upon  us.  hlany  too  are  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  the 
State  Institution  on  Race  Street,  is  not  a  permanent  Home,  but  a 
■school.  There  the  Blind  are  educated  and  instructed,  and  may  re¬ 
main  for  a  specified  time.  At  the  expiration  of  eight  years,  the 
pupils  must  be  discharged,  that  others  may  enjoy  the  same  advan¬ 
tages.  AVhat  to  do,  and  where  to  go,  become  then  serious  cpiestions. 
Some  Avho  have  friends,  return  to  them.  But  many,  alas,  are 
friendless  and  homeless,  and  yet  are  anxious  to  support  themselves. 
It  is  for  such  the  Industrial  Home  is  established. 

Although  the  distinctive  feature  of  our  “  Home”  is  its  Industrial 
Department,  yet  many  applications  have  been  presented  during  the 
past  year  for  those  whose  very  inability  to  Avork  appealed  to  our 
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teuderest  sympatliies.  Cliristlan  cliarit.y  alone,  Vvoulcl  forbid  ns 
closing  our  doors  on  the  weak  and  feeble,  and  admitting  only  the 
bale  and  helpful.  Some,  therefore,  who  are  infirm  have  been  added 
to  our  number  until  other  arrangements  can  be  made  for  their  sus¬ 
tenance. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  referring  to  our  statistics,  that  the  Home  is 
not  sectarian  in  its  character  ;  yet  no  scoffer  or  unbeliever  would  be 
admitted.  The  women  who  are  here  gathered  together,  are  in  their 
circumstances  greatly  atllicted,  but  in  their  characters  so  estimable, 
that  they  are  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  deep  interest  manifested 
in  them. 

With  the  idea  of  blindne.ss,  is  associated  that  of  entire  dependence 
and  helplessness.  A  visit  to  the  work-room,  will  soon  prove  this  to 
be  an  error.  Here  we  fiml  some  busy  cane-seating  with  so  much 
care  and  precision,  we  can  scarce  believe  their  eyes  are  obscured  to 
the  light  of  day.  The  nimble  fingers  of  others  are  flying  in  and  out 
on  the  willow  baskets,  which  they  so  rapidly  complete.  Knitting 
and  bead-work  are  engaged  in.  Several  sew  very  neatly,  when 
they  perform  for  themselves  that  difficult  and  complicated  action, 
threading  a  needle.  A  sewing-machine  has  not  yet  been  procured  ; 
but  at  no  very  distant  day,  it  is  hoped,  some  one  among  our  liberal 
benefactors  may  place  in  the  work-room  one  for  the  use  of  the  in¬ 
mates.  A  busy  life  is  usually  a  happ.y  life:  this  is  evident  here  ; 
the  countejiances  of  this  little  band  of  workers  beam  with  cheerful¬ 
ness  and  contentment. 

We  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  in  the  continued  health  of 
the  household  :  while  some  have  been  sick  and  ailing,  no  serious 
illness  or  alarming  disease  has  prevailed,  and  death  has  not  entered 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Home. 

All  busiue.ss  has  been  ably  attended  to.  The  Committees  iiave  so 
faithfully  fulfdled  their  duties,  that  all  the  machinery  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  moves  smoothly,  and  everything  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

To  the  great  regret  not  only  of  the  Managers,  but  of  all  the 
Inmates  of  the  Home,  the  failing  health  of  their  much  loved  Super¬ 
intendent,  oldiged  her  to  relinquish  her  post.  Another  lady  was 
duly  appointed,  who  by  her  careful  attenti(m  and  economical  man¬ 
agement  gives  great  satisfaction. 

The  Christian  public  have  clearly  proved  their  willingness  to 
provide  all  needed  temporal  comforts,  and  have  shown,  in  a  like 
manner,  a  desire  to  atiord  to  these  poor,  sightless  ones  the  pleasures 
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arising  from  intellectual  cultivatioir.  Each  day  of  the  week  has  its 
appropriate  Reader,  willing  to  he  “  eyes  to  the  blind.”  For  several 
years,  a  Bible  class  has  been  ably  conducted  every  Sabbath  after¬ 
noon  by  a  lady  residing  in  the  city.  No  day  is  so  stormy  or  un¬ 
pleasant,  that  this  devoted  friend  feels  she  can  absent  herself  from 
those  who  are  anxiously  awmiting  her.  Truly  such  helpers  have 
their  reward.  “  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
ye  did  it  unto  me.”  Several  evening  entertainments  of  music  and  read¬ 
ings  have  been  kindly  given  at  the  Home,  during  the  past  few  months. 
The  efibrt  to  obtain  a  piano,  has  recently  been  crowned  with  success. 
Several  liberal  donations  enabled  the  Committee  to  secure  a  superior 
instrument.  Among  the  donors  were  seven  little  girls,  who  labored 
with  great  zeal  to  aid  in  the  purchase  of  this  piano.  A  glance  at 
the  Treasurer’s  Report  will  soon  convince  one  that  “  little  hands” 
can  accomplish  r/reat  things  when  the  heart  is  willing. 

The  Library  is  small,  comprising  twenty  or  thirty  volumes.  Since 
the  last  Report,  several  valuable  additions  have  been  made.  The 
present,  we  trusi,  is  but  the  beginning  of  a  large  collection  of  well 
selected  books. 

In  the  constantly  recurring  wants  of  a  large  household,  food  must 
be  daily  supplied,  the  sick  cared  fur,  and  the  many  incidental 
expenses  of  a  house  met.  Most  nol)ly  and  bountifully  have  all  these 
calls  been  responded  to,  which  gives  us  great  encouragement  to  ask 
for  a  continuance  of  the  same.  Tlie  unremitting  liberality  of  Mrs. 
Martha  Braraan  of  the  Farmers’  Market,  is  deserving  of  special 
notice.  Large  donations  of  vegetables,  meat,  poultry,  and  fruit  have 
been  sent  by  her  to  the  Home  every  weeh  during  the  past  year. 
“  Thanksgiving”  and  Christmas  were  not  forgotten  by  our  generous 
friends  ;  their  numerous  and  varied  donations  so  amply  provided  for 
the  pleasure  of  the  family,  that  it  was  truly  a  jojmus  and  happy 
occasion. 

While  we  have  much  to  rejoice  in,  yet  affliction  has  not  failed  to 
lay  its  hand  upon  us.  The  Board  of  Managers  feel  deeply  the  loss 
of  their  valued  associate,  Mrs.  S.  M.  Grant.  In  her  death  the  society 
was  bereft  of  one  of  its  earliest  members,  and  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  have  been  deprived  of  a  firm  and  devoted  friend. 

To  the  dear  friend,  whose  warm  and  earnest  sympathies  prompted 
her  to  take  up  her  abode  in  the  Home  during  the  past  year,  giving 
to  it  by  her  presence  and  bountiful  benefactions  a  truly  home-like 
atmosphere,  the  Board  of  iManagers  feel  that  no  vote  of  thanks,  or 
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outward  exjiression  of  esteem  and  regard,  can  convey  their  love  and 
gratitude. 

Among  our  many  friends,  we  must  not  omit  to  mention  Wm. 
Chapin,  Esq.,  the  Principal  of  the  State  Institution  for  the  Pdind. 
We  have  ever  found  him  a  sincere  friend  and  faithful  adviser. 

To  Drs.  Hornor  and  Dixon  we  return  our  tlianks  for  their  prompt 
attendance  and  skillful  treatment  of  the  sick  and  suffering. 

In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  the  Home  must  look  for  substantial 
aid  from  its  many  friends.  We  differ  from  many  older  charitahle 
Institutions  in  having  no  Permanent  Fund, — although  a  nucleus 
for  one  has  been  formed  by  several  liberal  donations.  We  earnest¬ 
ly  solicit  contributions  to  this  and  our  Building  Fund.  The  time  is 
not  far  distant,  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Home, — 
either  by  making  additions  to  the  present  building,  or  by  the  ])ur- 
chase  of  the  adjoining  property.  The  apartment  now  used  as  a 
work-room  is  cramped  and  inconvenient.  A  larger,  better  ventilated 
room  has  become  almost  an  imperative  necessity. 

The  Statistics  vary  but  little  from  those  of  the  last  Report. 

In  the  past  year  there  iiave  been  16  inmates; — 1  has  l)een  ad¬ 
mitted  who  has  not  yet  entered  ;  several  applicants  are  in  prospect.

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Ages  vary  from  3  to  84.  There  are  two  between  50  and  60  ;  three 
lietween  40  and  50  ;  four  between  30  and  40  ;  four  between  20  and 
30  ;  one  aged  18  ;  one  of  3  years. 

Seven  are  graduates  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Race  and 
20th  Streets  ;  1  was  a  pupil  a  few  months  only  ;  7  have  no  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  light ;  3  had  sight  during  childhood  ;  6  had  siglit  till 
womanhood  ;  5  sew  quite  well  ;  all  can  prepare  carpet-rags  and  take 
the  principal  care  of  their  rooms;  7  understand  fancy  knitting;  2  can 
crochet ;  4  have  learned  basket-making  ;  5  work  successfully  at  cane- 
seating  ;  4  knit  cotton  and  woolen  hose ;  3  assist  occasionally  in  the 
laundry,  and  in  cleaning. 
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A  nominal  board  of  §2  per  week  is  charged.  In  some  cases 
churches  or  friends  pay  this  amount ;  the  work  of  others  is  applied 
for  board. 

In  closing  this  Report,  we  ask,  shall  an  Institution  which  has  so 
many  and  powerful  claims  upon  the  attention  and  support  of  an  en¬ 
lightened  and  Christian  community,  make  its  appeal  in  vain  ? 

We  believe  we  have  the  confidence  of  our  patrons,  and  trust  that, 
by  their  continued,  and  may  we  not  hope  uureased  liberality,  we 
may  look  forward  to  years  of  extended  usefulness  and  great 
prosperity.
